NEW  STEPS  LEADING  TO  CALDWELL  HALL  COMPLETED

This  handsome  and  artistic  set  of  steps  leading  to  Caldwell  and  Guardia  Halls  from  the  main  entrance,  were  a  delight 
and  joy  to  the  hundreds  returning  for  the  Diamond  Jubilee  Week  celebration.  Curving  from  a  wide  flare  at  the  bottom,  the 
steps  are  banked  on  each  side  with  Kisatchie  sandstone,  surmounted  at  the  top  by  two  artistic  copper  lights.  At  each  level 
a  pair  of  benches,  one  on  each  side,  have  been  made  as  a  i  integral  part  of  the  wall.  Another  interesting  feature  of 
the  steps  is  the  lights  built  into  the  wall,  which  afford  sufficient  illumination  to  prevent  a  mis-step  or  fail  when  coming  down 
or   going    up    the   steps   at   night. 

If  you  will  note  in  the  picture,  the  three  original  terraces  have  been  made  into  two  terraces,  both  of  which  have 
been   sodded   with   the   original   grass   that   came   from   the   old   terraces. 


SEVENTY-FIVE  YEARS-WHAT  OF  THE  FUTURE?
